THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH 


To  the  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE  BURGESS  HILL  URBAN  DISTRICT  COUNCIL. 


I have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1972. 

This  is  the  last  report  which  I shall  write  as  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  as  the  post  will  disappear  both  locally  and  nationally  on  the 
31st  March,  1974. 

The  corrected  birth  rate  of  16.09  was  marginally  less  than  last 
year,  but  the  death  rate  also  fell  slightly  giving  a natural  increase  in 
population  of  154.  The  number  of  deaths  due  to  cancer  of  the  lung  and 
bronchus  was  one  third  of  last  year’s  figure,  a statistical  variation  with, 

I fear,  little  permanent  significance  in  view  of  past  local  and  national 
trends.  The  infant  mortality  rate,  which  was  abnormally  low  in  1971?  was 
more  than  trebled  in  the  year  under  review,  but  still  remained  close  to  the 
national  average;  five  out  of  the  seven  deaths  recorded  occurring  during 
the  first  week  of  life. 

Due  to  an  increase  in  the  early  neonatal  mortality  rate,  the 
perinatal  mortality  rate  increased  to  23.60,  a figure  of  21.28  being  recorded 
for  the  Mid-Sussex  area  as  a whole.  Expressed  as  a percentage  of  total  live 
births,  the  illegitimacy  rate  was  8.33*  The  maternal  mortality  rate  was 
again  nil. 


VACCINATION  AND  IMMUNISATION  - MID-SUSSEX  AREA 

The  computerization  of  vaccination  and  immunisation  records 
has  now  been  completed  by  the  County  Health  Department  and  the  following 
figures  represent  the  totals  for  children  born  since  the  1st  January,  1965» 
i.e.  up  to  the  age  of  8 years.  I understand  from  the  County  Medical  Officer 
that  as  each  year  passes  it  will  be  possible  to  extend  this  information 


by  a further  year.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE: 

Ten  cases  of  infectious  disease  were  notified  during  the  year. 

Four  were  attributed  to  scarlet  fever,  two  to  infective  jaundice  and  three 
to  measles.  There  was  one  case  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis. 

(1)  Food  Poisoning  (Salmonella  isangi). 

This  case,  a child  of  eighteen  months*  who  is  normally  resident 
in  Burgess  Hill,  was  notified  by  a House  Surgeon  at  the  Royal.  Alexandra 
Children's  Hospital,  Brighton.  From  a subsequent  telephone  conversation 
with  the  Doctor  concerned  it  would  appear  that  the  child,  having  recovered 
from  gastroenteritis  attributable  to  infection  with  Salmonella  isangi*  was 
considered  fit  to  return  home  although  still  a carrier  of  the  organism. 

As  the  child  was  symptomless  I agreed  to  allow  her  home  and  arranged  for 
regular  monitoring  of  the  family,  with  particular  reference  to  the  mother 
who  had  just  been  discharged  from  hospital  with  a two  weeks  old  baby. 
Arrangements  were  made  for  the  Health  Visitor  to  keep  an  eye  on  the  general 
standard  of  hygiene  in  the  home. 

Fortunately  the  mother  and  other  members  of  the  family  remained 
negative  but  the  case  continued  to  excrete  organisms  for  over  a year. 

(2)  Family  Outbreak  of  Food  Poisoning  due  to  Staphylococcus  aureus. 

A family  doctor  reported  suspected  food  poisoning  in  a family 
resident  in  the  Mid-Sussex  area.  It  would  appear  that  brawn,  purchased 
from  a local  shop,  had  been  consumed  some  two  to  four  hours  before  the  onset 
of  vomiting  and  diarrhoea  in  four  out  of  six  members  of  the  family  group. 
Faecal  specimens  were  submitted  to  the  laboratory  which,  in  due  course* 
reported  the  presence  of  Coagulase  Positive  Staphylococcus  aureus  in  one 
member  of  the  family  and  subsequent  culture  from  the  remainder  of  the  brawn 
also  produced  a heavy  culture.

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The  shop  was  visited  and  nasal  swabs  from  the  butcher  and 
his  assistant  were  submitted  to  the  laboratory,  together  with  swabs 
from  the  fingers,  overalls  and  several  utensils.  The  nasal  swabs 
showed  a heavy  growth  of  Coagulase  Positive  Staphylococcus  aureus  in 
almost  pure  culture  and  the  remaining  swabs  also  showed  the  presence 
of  the  organisms  in  considerable  numbers.  Suitable  treatment  was 
arranged  for  the  butcher  and  his  assistant,  together  with  a general 
tightening  up  of  hygiene  in  the  shop,  and  instructions  were  given  that 
no  cold  meats  were  to  be  prepared  or  served  until  further  notice. 

Subsequent  tests,  including  the  typing  of  entero- toxin, 
showed,  quite  unexpectedly,  that  neither  the  butcher  nor  his  assistant 
were  directly  responsible  for  contamination  of  the  brawn,  and  we  were 
forced  to  the  conclusion  that  the  brawn  must  have  received  its  inoc- 
ulation of  staphylococci  whilst  on  display  in  the  shop. 

This  incident  might  never  have  occurred  had  there  been  a 
refrigerated  display  cabinet  in  the  shop  for  the  storage  of  cooked 
meats.  The  latter  equipment  would  not  only  have  protected  the  food 
from  the  public,  but,  in  the  event  of  bacterial  contamination,  would 
have  prevented  the  rapid  multiplication  of  organisms  to  a level  where 
clinical  symptoms  were  inevitable  following  ingestion  of  the  food. 

At  the  present  time,  installation  of  a refrigerated  cabinet 
in  retail  shops  is  not  a statutory  requirement  under  the  Food  Hygiene 
Regulations. 


WATER  SUPPLY 

(i)  The  water  for  the  whole  of  the  Urban  District  is 

supplied  by  the  Mid-Sussex  Water  Company.  This 
was  satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity. 

(ii)  The  Company  carried  out  monthly  bacteriological 

examination  of  the  treated  water  and  all  were 
satisfactory.  The  water  was  chlorinated. 

(iii)  The  supply  is  not  liable  to  plumbo- solvent  action. 

(iv)  There  was  no  evidence  of  the  supply  being  contaminated. 

(v)  Every  house  in  the  district  is  provided  with  a piped 

supply  direct  to  the  house.

Section  47: 

This  section  provides  for  the  compulsory  removal  from 
their  home  of  elderly,  infirm  or  incapacitated  persons,  who  are 
not  receiving  proper  care  and  attention.  Such  persons  sire  often 
living  on  their  own  under  poor  and  insanitary  conditions  and  although 
it  was  not  necessary  to  take  formal  action  under  this  Section,  several 
cases  were  investigated  during  the  year.

Hospital  Accommodation  for  Infectious  Diseases 

Beds  are  no  longer  available  at  Foredown  Hospital,  Portslade. 
Four  single  rooms  are  available  at  the  Royal  Sussex  County  Hospital, 
Brighton,  (York  Ward)  for  the  treatment  of  adult  cases  of  infectious 
disease,  but  it  is  understood  that  in  an  emergency  further  beds  would 
be  made  available  if  required.  There  are  facilities  for  the  treatment 
of  children  up  to  the  age  of  12  or  13  at  the  Royal  Alexandra  Hospital  for 
Sick  Children,  Brighton.

During  the  year  1201bs.  tinned  meat,  8*f  lbs.  fish,  223  lbs. 
fresh  meat,  1 gallon  jar  of  salad  cream,  and  a 7 lb.  tin  of  lemon  curd, 
were  surrendered  for  the  purpose  of  destruction,  and  certificates 
issued,  mainly  for  the  purpose  of  enabling  claims  to  be  made  and  stocks 
to  be  accounted  for. 

In  addition,  8,828  items  of  foodstuffs  were  surrendered  due 
to  breakdown  of  refrigerated  storage  cabinets,  and  general  deterioration. 
Condemned  food  is  taken  to  the  refuse  tip  and  buried. 


RODENT  CONTROL 


This  work  continued  successfully  and  a total  of  1,91^  visits 
involving  502  separate  premises  was  carried  out.  The  presence  of  rat 
infestation  was  confirmed  at  193  premises  and  mice  infestation  at  50* 
In  each  case  the  appropriate  treatment  was  undertaken. 

In  addition  the  Rodent  Officer  visited  38  premises  during 
a general  survey  of  the  district. 

Private  houses  are  treated  free  of  charge  but  for  work  at 
business  premises  the  cost  is  recovered.  The  refuse  tip  remained 
free  from  serious  infestation. 

During  the  period  Oct.  - Dec.  the  Rodent  Operator  suffered 
a serious  illness,  and  in  his  absence  the  rodent  control  work  was 
carried  out  by  a private  pest  control  firm. 


CESSPOOL  EMPTYING 

The  cesspool  emptying  scheme  has  continued  to  work  successfully 
during  the  year  and  112  emptyings  were  carried  out  involving  118  loads. 
This  service  has  been  carried  out  by  the  Council's  cesspool/gully  emptier. 

A few  properties  formerly  on  cesspool  drainage  have  been 
connected  to  the  main  drainage  system  in  consequence  of  new  development 
in  the  vicinity.

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In  several  cases  further  improvement  work  was  carried 
out  by  owners  beyond  that  which  qualified  for  grant  aid  as  well  as  a 
considerable  amount  of  repair  work.  It  is  noticeable  that  there  is 
a general  improvement  in  the  condition  of  older  properties  in  the 
district,  no  doubt  due  to  the  effect  of  the  Improvement  Grants  made 
over  the  past  few  years. 

In  connection  with  the  rent  provisions  of  the  Housing  Act, 
1969i  12  applications  were  made  for  Qualification  Certificates  whether 
or  not  related  to  Improvement  Grants.  Five  Certificates  of  Provisional 
Approval  and  five  Qualification  Certificates  were  issued,  one  being 
refused. 


A Qualification  Certificate  enables  the  rent  of  a "Controlled” 
dwelling  to  become  "Regulated"  and  a "Fair  Rent"  determined  and  registered 
by  the  Rent  Officer.
